In  accordance  with  my  statutory  duty  as  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1966. 

The  contents  of  this  report  have  been  compiled  in  accordance  with 
the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  1/67  received  on  12th  January, 

1967. 

The  vital  statistics  in  the  report  are  satisfactory.  There  has  been 
a  slight  increase  in  both  the  birth  rate  and  the  death  rate.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  (8.82)  is  the  lowest  so  far,  there  being  only  6  deaths  below 
the  age  of  one  year.  The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  64  which 
was  the  highest  since  1945  when  it  was  76  and  this  represents  over  9% 
of  all  Kettering  births  in  1966. 

The  natural  increase  in  population,  that  is  the  difference  between 
the  number  of  live  births  and  the  number  of  deaths,  amounts  to  196 
(183  in  1965).  There  have  been  no  maternal  deaths  since  1958.  There 
were  22  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus,  of  which  19  were 
males.  During  the  years  1957-1966  inclusive,  the  total  number  of 
deaths,  both  sexes,  from  cancer  of  these  sites  was  177.  The  total  number 
of  deaths  from  cancer  in  other  sites  during  this  period  was  as  follows :

No-one  was  admitted  to  hospital  during  the  year  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1947,  Section  47. 

Clearance  Areas  Nos.  63  (8  houses)  and  64  (12  houses)  were 
represented  during  the  year. 

The  Council’s  waiting  list  for  houses  continued  to  be  approximately 
800.  In  connection  with  the  allocation  of  Council  houses  as  far  as  the 
Public  Health  Department  is  concerned,  recommendations  are,  from 
time  to  time,  made  by  me  after  personal  visits  have  been  made  to 
investigate  the  circumstances  of  each  case.  Medical  and  social  assess¬ 
ments  are  forwarded  to  the  Housing  Manager  and  the  Chief  Public 
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Health  Inspector  attends  to  advise  the  Housing  Administrative  Sub- 
Committee,  when  necessary. 

There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis,  smallpox,  diphtheria  or 
enteric  fever  during  the  year,  and  only  7  cases  of  whooping  cough. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  no  longer  able  to  supply 
separate  details  of  immunisations  carried  out  on  Kettering  children  but 
the  above  speaks  for  itself  of  the  efficacy  of  the  measures  undertaken. 

There  was  one  death  from  tuberculosis. 

One  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-three  cremations  were 
carried  out  during  the  year  at  the  Kettering  Crematorium.  The  number 
of  cremations  of  Kettering  residents  (334)  amounted  to  69%  of  the 
deaths  (67.1%  in  1965).  During  the  preparation  of  this  report  the 
20,000th  cremation  took  place  at  the  Borough  Crematorium  which 
commenced  operation  on  24th  April  1940  and  I  therefore  considered 
that  it  would  be  of  some  interest  to  include  at  the  end  of  the  report  a 
chart  which  shows  the  number  of  cremations  together  with  the  number 
of  deaths  of  Kettering  residents  year  by  year.  It  also  shows  the  gradual 
rise  in  the  number  of  Kettering  residents  who  were  cremated  and  a 
much  greater  rise  in  those  from  other  areas.  Details  of  these  latter

On  twelve  occasions  it  was  necessary  for  the  Medical  Referee  to 
enlist  the  services  of  the  Pathologist  appointed  by  the  Council  in 
pursuance  of  the  Cremation  Regulations  1930. 
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Nine  hundred  and  sixty-three  requisitions  for  a  search  under  the 
Land  Charges  Act  1925  were  received  during  the  year. 

A  very  large  number  of  international  vaccination  certificates  was 
brought  to  the  Department  to  be  countersigned  and  stamped.  This 
was  occasioned  by  the  occurrence  of  cases  of  smallpox  in  the  North 
and  West  Midlands  and  in  Wales  during  the  holiday  season  and  was 
necessary  to  meet  the  requirements  of  several  foreign  countries. 

Copies  of  my  Annual  Report  were  made  available  in  the  Public 
Library,  and  extracts  from  it  were  exhibited  on  a  display  board. 
Interest  was  shown  by  members  of  the  public  and  it  is  intended  to 
make  this  report  similarly  available. 

Twenty-one  male  and  ten  female  prospective  employees  were 
medically  examined  and  all  were  considered  fit  for  employment  in  the 
Council’s  service. 

Alderman  R.  L.  Denney  who  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  in  May  showed  great  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
Department  and  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  him  and  to  members 
of  the  Committee,  to  the  Chief  Officers  and  other  members  of  the  staff 
of  the  Department  who  have  always  afforded  co-operation.

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I.  STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Population.  (Table  1,  page  40).  The  Registrar-General’s  esti¬ 
mate  of  the  resident  population  for  the  mid-year  1966  is  39,100  and 
the  vital  statistics  in  this  report  are  based  on  this  figure. 

The  population  at  the  1961  census  was  38,659. 

Births.  (Tables  1  and  2,  page  40).  Six  hundred  and  eighty  live 
births  (340  males  and  340  females)  were  registered.  This  gives  a  crude 
birth  rate  of  17.4  per  thousand  of  the  total  population,  compared  with 
16.9  in  1965.  The  correct  birth  rate,  i.e.  that  rate  which  would  be 
arrived  at  if  the  age  and  sex  constitution  of  the  population  of  this 
district  was  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  rest  of  England  and  Wales 
is  19.13  compared  with  17.7  for  England  and  Wales.  Sixty-one  live 
births  were  illegitimate,  33  males  and  28  females. 

There  were  9  still-births  (4  males  and  5  females).  This  gives  a 
still-birth  rate  of  13.1  per  1,000  total  births,  and  0.23  per  1,000  popu¬ 
lation.  Table  8,  page  44  records  the  registered  causes  of  these  still¬ 
births.  Three  still-births  were  illegitimate. 

The  Registrar-General’s  area  comparability  factor  for  the  adjust¬ 
ment  of  the  birth  rate  is  1.1. 

Deaths.  (Tables  1  and  3,  page  40  and  Table  6,  page  42).  Four 
hundred  and  eighty-four  deaths  were  registered  of  which  two  hundred 
and  sixty  were  males  and  two  hundred  and  twenty-four  females.  Fifty 
residents  died  outside  the  Borough,  and  four  hundred  and  thirty-five 
non-residents  died  within  the  Borough.  The  crude  death  rate  is  there¬ 
fore  12.38  compared  with  12.22  in  1965.  The  corrected  death  rate,  i.e. 
the  rate  which  would  be  arrived  at  if  the  age  and  sex  constitution  of 
the  population  of  this  district  was  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  rest  of 
England  and  Wales  is  10.4  compared  with  11.7  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Registrar-General’s  area  comparability  factor  for  the  adjust¬ 
ment  of  the  death  rate  is  0.84. 

Table  23,  page  62  gives  details  of  deaths  from  cancer  since  1957. 

Maternal  Mortality.  (Table  4,  page  41).  No  maternal  deaths 
occurred  during  the  year. 

Infant  Mortality.  The  infant  mortality  rate,  which  is  the  death 
rate  of  children  under  1  year  of  age  per  1,000  live  births,  is  shown  in 
Table  5,  page  41,  in  comparison  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

State  of  Employment.  The  Kettering  Employment  Exchange 
covers  the  Borough  of  Kettering,  the  Urban  Districts  of  Burton  Latimer, 
Desborough  and  Rothwell,  and  a  number  of  the  villages  in  the  Kettering 
Rural  District,  and  the  following  statistics  therefore  refer  to  the  whole 
of  the  Exchange  area  and  are  in  respect  of  persons  18  years  of  age  and 
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over.  A  very  large  percentage  of  the  men  and  women  referred  to,  do 
however,  reside  in  the  Borough.

The  above  shows  a  gloomy  picture  with  no  significant  signs  to 
encourage  optimism  in  the  near  future.  The  demand  for  male  labour  is 
virtually  nil  and  the  demand  for  female  labour  is  limited  to  machinists 
plus  a  small  variety  of  jobs  for  which  we  have  no  suitable  applicants. 
The  number  of  unemployed  females  is  really  low  and  in  fact  most  are 
more  or  less  unemployable. 

With  the  closure  of  the  local  ironstone  quarries  within  the  next 
few  days,  this  may  not  affect  many  Kettering  residents  but  it  will 
certainly  have  adverse  effects  in  the  district. 

There  are  a  number  of  Boot  and  Shoe  firms  working  short  time 
losing  one  or  two  days  per  week  but  owing  to  the  Union  agreement 
the  workers  are  not  eligible  to  register  with  the  Exchange. 

The  one  pleasing  feature  is  that  the  number  of  unemployed  regis¬ 
tered  disabled  persons  has  not  increased  in  proportion  with  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  register.

Development  has  been  proceeding  on  Messrs.  Dare’s  Hall  Farm 
Estate  (Phase  1  Part  A).

The  weekly  collection  of  house  and  trade 
refuse  and  its  disposal  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Wood  Lane  Tip 
has  proceeded  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year. 

Routine  scavenging,  cleansing  of  streets  and  street  gullies  has  also 
continued  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

Public  Conveniences.  All  public  conveniences  have  been  regu¬ 
larly  inspected,  cleansed  and  maintained. 

Private  Street  Works.  No  private  street  works  were  carried 
out  during  the  year. 

District  Inspection.  The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
is  summarised  in  Table  9,  page  45.  Five  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
fifty  inspections  and  visits  were  made  in  the  year  1966  as  compared 
with  7,046  in  1965. 
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Factories.  Table  12  page  48  gives  particulars  of  premises  on 
the  register  and  work  done  under  the  Factories  Acts,  1937  and  1948  in 
the  form  prescribed  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour. 

Camping  Sites.  No  sites  in  the  area  were  used  for  holiday 
purposes  during  the  year. 

The  Northampton  Road  Recreation  Ground  site  which  is  used  by 
travelling  fairs  was  kept  under  sanitary  supervision  during  the  time  it 
was  used. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools.  Attendance  at  the  Covered  Bath 
during  1966  was  83,826  compared  with  83,189  during  1965. 

Attendance  at  the  Open  Air  Bath  was  17,718  compared  with  21,583 
during  the  previous  year. 

School  attendances  (included  in  the  above  figures)  at  the  Public 
Baths  totalled  16,068  as  compared  with  13,793  during  1965. 

The  Slipper  Baths  were  attended  by  14,983  as  compared  with 
15,910  during  the  previous  year. 

The  Paddling  Pool  at  Rockingham  Road  Park  was  filled  during 
August  only  and  was  kept  under  careful  supervision. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949  (Table  11,  page 
47).  During  the  year  289  applications  for  the  services  of  the  Rodent 
Operator  were  received  from  occupiers  of  premises  where  infestations 
existed  or  were  suspected.  The  early  seeking  of  the  assistance  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  has  enabled  infestations  to  be  quickly 
eradicated. 

The  CounciPs  refuse  tip  and  the  Sewage  Works  at  Finedon 
continued  to  receive  regular  inspection  and  treatment. 

Nine  infestations  by  rats  and  fifteen  by  mice  were  dealt  with  at 
food  premises. 

Fifty-nine  requests  for  the  destruction  of  wasps’  nests  were 
received.

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By  the  end  of  the  year  a  total  of  388  houses  had  been  demolished 
(68  in  1966)  and  a  further  41  were  void,  leaving  25  awaiting  the  re¬ 
housing  of  the  occupants.  Six  houses  have  been  adapted  to  business 
use,  ten  were  declared  “Fit”  following  Public  Enquiry,  and  seven  were 
made  “Fit”. 

In  1966  thirty-two  families  comprising  93  persons  were  rehoused 
from  unfit  property. 

Repairs  to  Property.  Table  18,  page  54  gives  details  of  the 
work  of  the  public  health  inspectors  in  this  connection.  Four  hundred 
and  two  informal  notices  (including  91  verbal  notices)  were  served  and 
twenty-eight  statutory  notices  under  the  Public  Health  and  Housing 
Acts  were  served. 

Rent  Act,  1957 — Certificates  of  Disrepair.  During  the  year 
one  application  was  received  for  the  issue  of  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair, 
which  was  not  issued  as  the  work  was  carried  out  before  this  could  be 
done. 

No  application  for  the  cancellation  of  a  certificate  was  received. 

Improvement  Grants.  The  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act, 
1959,  which  came  into  force  in  June,  1959,  and  introduced  Standard 
Improvement  Grants  as  an  alternative  to  Discretionary  Grants  for  the 
Improvement  of  houses.

logical  examination.  Twenty-four  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory  and 
three  unsatisfactory.  Ten  churn  rinses  were  bacteriologically  examined. 
Nine  were  reported  satisfactory,  and  one  unsatisfactory. 

Ice  Cream.  Forty-two  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  from 
four  producers  or  retailers  in  accordance  with  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1955.  Twenty-six  were  reported  to  be  grade  1  (Satisfactory)  seven 
grade  2  (Fairly  satisfactory),  five  grade  3  (Unsatisfactory),  and  four 
grade  4  (Very  unsatisfactory). 
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Meat  and  Other  Foods.  The  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  use 
during  the  year  closed  when  the  Public  Abattoir  opened  in  July. 

As  noted  in  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1954,  the  practice  has 
continued  whereby  a  number  of  the  butchers  purchase  their  require¬ 
ments  from  wholesalers  outside  the  Borough,  and  a  local  wholesaler 
has  animals  slaughtered  in  the  town  for  distribution  over  a  large  area 
outside  the  town.

Five  hundred  and  ten  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughterhouse 
and  45  visits  were  made  to  Cattle  and  General  Markets.  Inspection  of 
meat  vehicles  operating  in  the  Borough  was  undertaken  from  time  to 
time. 

Thirteen  slaughtermen  were  licensed  in  accordance  with  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Acts,  1933  and  1954.  No 
contraventions  of  these  acts  were  found.  • 

Mr.  E.  W.  Hudson,  m.r.c.v.s.,  the  local  Veterinary  Inspector  for 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  attends  the  Cattle 
Market  each  week  to  deal  with  any  case  coming  within  the  purview  of 
the  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Acts,  1894-1935. 

As  a  result  of  visits  being  made  to  slaughterhouses  it  was  found 
necessary  to  condemn  11  tons,  12  cwts.,  3  qrs.,  2  lbs.  of  meat  and  offals 
as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption.  Other  food  materials  weighing 
2  tons,  3  cwts.,  3  qrs.  14  lbs.,  4  ozs.  were  condemned  as  a  result  of 
visits  to  premises  where  food  was  stored,  prepared  or  sold.  Five  hundred 
and  ninety-five  certificates  were  issued  in  respect  of  home  killed  meat 
and  offals  and  in  addition  three  hundred  and  ninety-six  certificates  were 
issued  in  respect  of  unfit  foods. 


Cysticercus  Bovis.  Fourteen  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  were 
detected  in  the  carcases  examined. 
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Disposal  of  Condemned  Food.  The  arrangement  made  with 
members  of  the  trade  whereby  all  condemned  carcase  meat  and  offals 
is  received  by  a  fat  and  tallow  merchant  in  Bedfordshire  continues  to 
function  satisfactorily. 

Other  condemned  foods  continue  to  be  burned  in  the  incinerator 
at  Northfield  Depot  or  buried  in  the  Council’s  refuse  tip,  all  tins  being 
punctured  before  burial. 
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VI.  PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


Table  22  page  60  shows  the  age  groups  of  the  various  infectious 
diseases  notified  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Thirty-four  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified. 
The  attack  rate  for  the  Borough  of  Kettering  was  therefore  0.87  per 
1,000  population.  There  were  no  deaths  and  none  was  admitted  to 
hospital. 

Pneumonia.  Twenty-four  cases  of  primary  or  post-influenzal 
pneumonia  were  notified.  The  attack  rate  for  Kettering  was  0.61  per 
1,000  population.  Ten  deaths  were  ascribed  to  pneumonia,  the  figures 
for  the  previous  year  being  13  cases  notified  and  5  deaths  attributed  to 
pneumonia  (all  forms). 

Erysipelas.  Three  cases  were  notified. 

Whooping  Cough.  Seven  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  noti¬ 
fied.  The  attack  rate  was  0.18  per  1,000  population.  There  were  no 
deaths. 

Measles.  Two  hundred  and  forty-two  notifications  of  measles 
were  received.  The  local  attack  rate  was  6.05  per  1,000  population. 
There  were  no  deaths. 

Meningococcal  Infection.  Two  notifications  of  meningococcal 
infection  were  received,  from  Kettering  General  Hospital.  Neither  was 
a  Kettering  resident. 

Typhoid  Fever.  No  case  was  notified. 

Paratyphoid  Fever.  No  case  was  notified. 

Dysentery.  Fifty-eight  cases  of  Sonne  dysentery  were  notified. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis.  No  case  of  acute  poliomyelitis  was  notified. 

Encephalitis.  No  case  of  infective  encephalitis  was  notified. 

Infectious  Hepatitis.  Seven  notifications  of  infectious  hepatitis 
were  received. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia.  One  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Cancer.  The  deaths  from  cancer  show  an  increase  on  last  year, 
being  103  as  compared  with  83  in  1965  as  shown  in  Table  23  page  61. 
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Food  Poisoning.  Twenty-five  cases  of  food  poisoning  were 
notified  during  the  year. 

Of  these  ten  cases  forming  one  outbreak  occurred  amongst  the 
staff  of  a  hospital  and  were  due  to  salmonella  Stanley  infection. 

Two  sporadic  cases  of  salmonella  typhimurium  infection  occurred, 
both  of  which  were  believed  to  have  been  contracted  away  from  the 
town;  one  abroad  and  the  other  in  another  district. 

The  remaining  cases  formed  an  outbreak  which  was  traced  to  a 
bakery  where  two  bakers  were  found  to  be  infected  with  salmonella 
typhimurium.  Both  were  excluded  from  work  until  certified  free  from 
infection  and  were  compensated  for  loss  of  earnings  during  that  period. 
One  man  was  excluded  from  work  for  three  weeks  and  the  other  for 
four  weeks. 

Disinfecting  and  Cleansing  Service.  Twenty-two  articles  of 
clothing  and  bedding  were  disinfected.  Seventy-seven  articles  of  bed¬ 
ding  were  destroyed  at  the  request  of  the  owners. 

The  arrangement  made  with  the  Kettering  and  District  Manage¬ 
ment  Committee  for  the  steam  disinfection  of  bedding  etc.,  to  be 
carried  out  at  St.  Mary’s  Hospital  continued  in  force  but  was  not  used 
during  the  year. 
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VII.  TUBERCULOSIS 


Three  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  four  cases  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  in  1966.  In  1965  the  figures  were 
10  and  2  respectively.  The  Registrar- General  returns  one  death  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis.  In  1965  there  were  no  deaths. 

Table  24,  on  page  62,  shows  the  age  groups  of  the  new  cases. 

There  continues  to  be  very  little  delay  before  notified  cases  are 
admitted  to  a  chest  hospital. 

The  Kettering  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee  which  undertakes 
the  care  and  aftercare  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  also  assists 
patients  suffering  from  other  diseases  of  the  chest  when  requested  to 
do  so  by  the  Chest  Physician. 

The  very  valuable  help  given  to  patients  and  their  families  usually 
consists  of  the  provision  of  milk,  but  in  special  circumstances  groceries, 
travelling  expenses  or  other  forms  of  help  may  be  given.  The  assistance 
granted  is  governed  by  the  availability  of  funds,  all  of  which  are  raised 
from  voluntary  sources  and  whenever  income  shows  the  need  to  cut 
expenditure,  grants  to  persons  with  “other  diseases  of  the  chest”  are 
the  first  to  be  reduced,  as  the  primary  duty  of  the  Committee  is  to 
assist  tubercular  patients. 

Although  tuberculosis  is  no  longer  the  scourge  it  used  to  be,  we 
cannot  afford  to  be  complacent  about  this  condition. 

Chest  X-ray  Service.  No  general  X-ray  survey  was  carried 
out  in  the  Borough  during  the  year,  but  the  General  Practitioners’ 
Referral  Service  continued  to  operate,  visiting  the  town  every  Thursday 
from  2  p.m.  to  2.30  p.m.  Special  surveys  of  groups  suspected  to  have 
been  in  contact  with  newly  discovered  cases  were  undertaken. 
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VIII.  WELFARE 


Welfare  of  the  Aged.  Mrs.  E.  J.  Deutsch,  the  Hon.  Secretary 
of  the  Kettering  Old  People’s  Welfare  Association,  has  kindly  supplied 
the  following  information  regarding  the  activities  of  the  Association 
during  1966. 

“No  house-to-house  collection  was  held  during  the  year,  but  it  is 
planned  to  hold  one  in  March,  1967.  We  have  concentrated  on  visiting, 
with  special  attention  to  the  housebound.  Unfortunately,  we  are  very 
short  of  helpers  in  this  field. 

The  chiropody  scheme  is  becoming  more  extensive  each  year. 

The  installation  of  heating  in  the  bedrooms  of  selected  elderly 
people  has  continued  as  funds  permit  and  many  general  calls  for 
information  and  help  have  been  met”. 

The  Cytringan  Day  Club  is  reported  by  Mrs.  W.  I.  Jackson  to  be 
still  flourishing  with  membership  of  104,  plus  three  “Honorary  Mem¬ 
bers”.  Outings  were  arranged  during  the  summer  months  and  in 
September  39  members  spent  an  enjoyable  week  in  glorious  sunshine 
at  Selsey  Holiday  Camp. 

The  usual  activities  have  been  continued  and  the  parties  have 
been  enjoyed  by  all. 

The  Secretary  of  the  St.  John’s  Over  Sixty  Club  reports  as  follows : 

“During  the  year  the  club  has  gained  fifteen  new  members,  but 
even  so  there  is  a  waiting  list  of  people  wanting  to  join. 

Continued  progress  has  been  made  throughout  the  year,  with 
weekly  meetings  being  very  well  attended.  As  speakers  remain  difficult 
to  get,  members  amuse  themselves  with  cards  and  dominoes.  When  a 
a  pianist  is  available  there  is  community  singing.  Tea  and  cakes  are 
served  at  each  meeting. 

Welfare  foods  which  are  sold  at  reduced  prices  are  much  appre¬ 
ciated  by  all  members. 

During  the  year  party  bookings  were  made  for  all  the  local  shows, 
these  proving  very  popular.  Three  outings  were  organised,  a  full  day 
trip  to  the  coast  and  two  half  day  trips. 

Through  the  generosity  of  members  and  helpers  raffles  are  held 
each  week  to  raise  funds;  these  are  helped  still  further  by  Bring  and 
Buy  sales  that  are  held  from  time  to  time. 

A  Harvest  Thanksgiving  was  held  in  September,  and  the  produce 
was  sold  afterwards,  again  to  help  the  funds. 

Birthday  cards  are  sent  to  all  members  and  “Get  Well”  cards  are 
sent  to  sick  members.  At  Christmas  each  received  a  small  gift  together 
with  a  Christmas  Card. 

The  annual  party  was  held  in  January,  when  a  turkey  dinner  was 
served  and  each  member  given  a  box  of  chocolates. 

Over  the  past  two  months  the  lady  members  have  knitted  squares 
to  be  sewn  together  into  a  blanket  to  be  sent  to  the  lepers  in  Malawi. 

The  year  1966  has  been  most  successful  for  the  club  and  all 
members  agree  that  St.  John’s  is  a  happy  meeting  place”.

Meals  on  Wheels  Service.  Mrs.  N.  G.  Wootton,  the  Organiser 
of  this  very  valuable  service  which  is  operated  by  the  W.V.S.,  has 
kindly  supplied  the  following  report. 

“The  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  in  Kettering  has  been  maintained 
during  the  year  1966  on  the  same  high  level  as  in  previous  years, 
thanks  to  the  help  given  by  the  large  number  of  willing  volunteers  in 
the  service. 

Meals  have  been  cooked  and  supplied  throughout  the  year,  as 
before,  by  the  Wicksteed  Village  Trust  and  their  Staff,  without  whose 
generosity  it  would  be  impossible  to  maintain  the  high  standard  of  the 
service  and  the  food  supplied. 

Meals  have  been  taken  out  on  Mondays,  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays 
every  week,  approximately  220  meals  each  week  and  a  total  of  10,430 
for  the  whole  year.  Helpers  use  their  own  cars  and  petrol  for  the  most 
part,  each  carrying  12  meals.  The  W.V.S.  Estate  Car  is  also  used  on 
each  day  that  deliveries  are  made,  taking  24  meals. 

A  total  number  of  just  over  100  elderly  people  receive  meals 
regularly.  Of  these  approximately  17  receive  one  meal  weekly,  46  twice 
weekly  and  37  three  times  weekly. 

In  November  a  Coffee  Morning  and  Meeting  for  helpers  was  held, 
and  helpers  contributed  towards  a  fund  to  provide  a  small  Christmas 
gift  for  all  the  elderly  people  to  whom  meals  are  taken. 

On  22nd  December  97  Christmas  dinners  were  delivered — the  gift 
of  the  Wicksteed  Village  Trust”. 

The  St.  Giles’  Club  for  the  Disabled.  Mrs.  D.  C.  Dickins, 
the  Hon.  Secretary  of  this  Club  which  is  organised  by  the  British  Red 
Cross  Society,  has  reported  another  successful  year,  during  which  the 
membership  has  remained  fairly  constant,  around  80  members,  and  it 
has  been  necessary  to  defer  some  applications  for  membership  because 
all  transport  was  fully  utilised. 

Valuable  support  in  the  way  of  donations  and  gifts  were  received 
from  local  charities,  organisations  and  firms  to  meet  the  cost  of  transport 
and  towards  the  Christmas  Party. 

The  County  Welfare  Department  has  continued  to  give  consider¬ 
able  help  by  the  provision  of  ambulance  and  car  transport  and  welfare 
workers. 

The  activities  of  the  Club  continued  as  in  previous  years  and 
enabled  members  to  enjoy  social  contacts  each  week  as  well  as  on  the 
various  outings  which  were  arranged  during  the  year. 

Blind  Welfare.  The  Kettering  and  District  Amalgamated  Clubs 
Committee  for  the  Blind  comprising  representatives  from  25  clubs  in 
Kettering,  Broughton,  Corby,  Desborough,  Geddington,  Rothwell  and 
Thorpe  Malsor  has  continued  to  raise  funds  to  distribute  gifts  to  all 
blind  people  residing  in  the  area,  irrespective  of  age.  There  were  151 
persons  whose  ages  range  from  six  months  to  90  years  on  the  Commit¬ 
tee’s  register  during  the  year.  The  list  is  not  confined  to  club  members 
and  their  families  so  that  anyone  having  80  per  cent  blindness  certified 
by  their  own  doctor  may  have  their  name  registered. 
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During  1966  the  total  monetary  gifts  to  all  registered  blind  in  the 
area  amounted  to  £13  each. 

Mr.  C.  James,  the  Hon.  General  Secretary  of  the  Committee,  has 
kindly  supplied  the  above  information. 

Kettering  and  District  British  Diabetic  Association.  Miss 
E.  Hawdon,  the  Hon.  Secretary,  reports  as  follows. 

“The  Kettering  and  District  Branch  of  the  Association  has  now 
been  in  existence  for  just  over  two  years.  During  this  time  progress  has 
been  made  in  many  directions. 

A  substantial  amount  of  money  has  been  sent  to  the  Diabetic 
Research  Fund,  in  order  that  experiments  can  be  made  into  a  possible 
cure  for  diabetics.  The  money  was  raised  through  various  special  efforts, 
including  a  Prize  Draw,  and  the  sale  of  biros. 

Once  again  the  branch  was  able  to  send  three  delegates  to  the 
Annual  Branches’  Conference.  Here  they  were  able  to  learn  much  about 
progress  and  development  in  the  care  of  diabetics,  and  in  the  field  of 
research. 

The  monthly  meetings  held  in  the  Health  Clinic  have  been  varied 
to  include  social  as  well  as  medical  aspects.  Members  were  able  to  enjoy 
film  shows,  bingo,  cookery  demonstrations,  bring  and  buy  sales,  wine 
tasting  and  an  any  questions  panel. 

In  the  Summer  an  outing  was  arranged  and  the  year  terminated 
with  a  Christmas  Social”. 

Kettering  Mothers’  Club.  The  attendance  continued  to  be 
satisfactory  and  new  members  were  enrolled  at  most  of  the  meetings. 

Numerous  talks  and  demonstrations  were  enjoyed  by  members, 
including  a  Fashion  Show  and  demonstrations  of  Flower  Arranging 
and  Handicrafts.  A  local  doctor  and  a  sister  from  the  General  Hospital 
were  amongst  the  list  of  speakers. 

The  members  continued  to  give  their  support  to  the  cure  of  a  leper 
boy  in  Nigeria,  who  is  making  good  progress. 

The  Club  is  represented  at  the  Kettering  Standing  Conference  of 
Women’s  Organisations,  the  Kettering  LEPRA  Committee  and  the 
Kettering  Road  Safety  Committee.  Members  also  helped  with  the 
House  to  House  collection  for  Dr.  Barnardo’s  Homes  and  the  Fisher¬ 
men’s  Mission. 

Several  outings  were  arranged  to  Northampton  Repertory  Theatre, 
and  a  Dutch  Auction  was  held  to  help  club  funds.  The  Annual  Dinner 
and  Dance  held  in  November  was  a  special  event  to  celebrate  the  clubs’ 
tenth  birthday. 

A  number  of  parcels  were  sent  to  local  old  people  after  the  Harvest 
Festival  and  also  at  Christmas  time.  The  children  of  members  were 
entertained  at  a  children’s  party  in  December. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948 — Section  50 — Disposal  of  the 
Dead.  No  case  was  dealt  with  by  the  Authority  during  the  year. 
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CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT  ON 
PUBLIC  HEALTH  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1966 


(a)  Staff 

In  January,  Mr.  C.  R.  Wilson  joined  the  Department  from 
Grimsby,  and  in  February,  Mr.  D.  G.  Beaumont  left  to  undertake 
a  tour  of  duty  in  Bermuda.  This  vacancy  was  not  filled  until 
August,  when  Mr.  J.  F.  Noon  came  to  Kettering  from  Beeston 
and  Stapleford  U.D.C.  The  staffing  of  the  Department  was 
strengthened  in  August,  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  F.  Smith  as 
an  Authorised  Meat  Inspector  at  the  new  Public  Abattoir,  and 
this  has  enabled  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  concentrate  on  district 
work  without  the  frequent  interruption  of  spells  of  duty  at  the 
abattoir. 

In  February  Mr.  B.  R.  Hodgins  was  given  the  official  design¬ 
ation  of  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  a  task  he  had  been 
carrying  out  without  recognition  outside  the  Department  for  a 
considerable  time. 

Mr.  J.  D.  Bonham,  the  Student  Public  Health  Inspector  was 
successful  in  his  final  examination  for  qualification  as  a  Public 
Health  Inspector,  and  obtained  a  post  at  Northampton  as  there 
was  no  vacancy  in  the  Department. 

Mr.  B.  R.  Hodgins  was  appointed  Chairman  of  the  North¬ 
amptonshire  Branch  of  the  Association  of  Public  Health  Inspectors 
at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  in  April,  and  I  was  appointed 
Secretary. 

(b)  Housing 

(i)  Clearance 

In  1966,  20  houses  forming  2  Clearance  Areas  were  inspected 
and  represented  as  unfit  for  human  habitation.  One  Council  owned 
property  was  also  considered  to  be  unfit. 

Kettering  is  very  fortunate  in  that  the  problem  of  unfit 
houses  is  not  urgent.  There  will  still  be  some  houses  needing 
clearance  for  many  years  to  come,  but  it  will  be  possible  to  proceed 
steadily  with  this  work  without  anyone  having  to  live  under 
intolerable  conditions  in  the  meantime. 

(ii)  Repairs 

Whilst  the  majority  of  the  work  needed  was  done  without 
delay,  it  was  necessary  on  several  occasions  to  serve  Statutory 
Notices,  all  of  which  were  eventually  complied  with. 

(iii)  Improvement  Areas 

Work  on  the  first  two  improvement  areas  continued  steadily 
during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  until  in  November,  with  a  full 
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staff  it  was  possible  to  commence  inspections  of  Improvement 
Area  No.  3,  containing  765  houses.

Although  the  legal  procedure  is  complex,  it  was  found  to  work 
effectively  and  the  period  of  two  years  allowed  after  declaration  of 
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an  area  before  Improvement  Notices  need  to  be  served,  was  found 
to  be  very  useful  in  allowing  informal  negotiation. 

Only  one  Undertaking  to  improve  a  house  was  accepted  and 
as  this  house  was  sold  unimproved  before  the  period  of  one  year 
expired,  the  procedure  seemed  to  be  a  waste  of  time. 

The  task  of  improving  the  older  houses  in  the  town,  so  that 
the  occupiers  can  have  the  benefit  of  a  higher  standard  of  living,  is 
of  prime  importance,  and  this  work  will  proceed  as  quickly  as  the 
staff  of  the  Department  can  cope  with  it,  until  all  houses  suitable 
for  modernisation  are  k  eluded  in  Improvement  Areas. 

(iv)  Improvement  Grants 

The  supervision  for  a  period  of  three  years  of  all  properties 
which  have  been  modernised  with  the  aid  of  a  grant  continued. 
One  hundred  and  twenty-two  forms  were  sent  to  owners  for  them 
to  sign  a  declaration  that  the  conditions  were  being  complied  with 
and  117  of  these  were  returned.  Public  Health  Inspectors  paid 
visits  to  205  premises  during  the  year. 

(c)  Air  Pollution 

As  shown  by  figures  in  Table  25,  Page  63,  the  trend  was  again 
to  a  reduction  in  the  amount  of  pollution  in  the  atmosphere.  This 
is  an  indication  of  householders  choosing  to  heat  their  homes  with 
fuel  other  than  coal.  The  motive  is  probably  the  saving  of  labour 
but  another  satisfying  effect  is  a  reduction  in  atmospheric  pollution. 
The  mild  winter  also  is  reflected  in  the  figures  and  it  cannot 
therefore  be  assumed,  that  future  years  will  show  the  air  in  Ket¬ 
tering  to  be  progressively  cleaner. 

Whilst  only  one  formal  application  was  received  regarding  the 
height  of  a  new  chimney,  several  other  consultations  took  place 
with  results  that  were  generally  satisfactory.  It  is  unfortunate  that 
at  present  the  standard  cannot  be  applied  equally  to  all  types  of 
premises  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  law  regarding  chimney  heights 
will  be  strengthened. 

(d)  Meat  Inspection 

All  18,543  animals  slaughtered  at  the  K.I.C.S.  Ltd.  abattoir 
and  the  new  Public  Abattoir  were  inspected  and  over  11  tons  of 
meat  and  offal  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption, 
(See  Table  21,  Page  59).  During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  work 
124J  hours  overtime  on  this  task,  and  from  18th  July,  1966,  when 
the  new  Abattoir  opened,  overtime  payments  were  made  to  the 
staff  so  engaged. 

The  opening  of  the  Public  Abattoir  was  the  highlight  of  the 
year,  and  whilst  this  is  not  the  place  to  discuss  the  controversy 
over  the  decision  to  build,  it  is  appropriate  to  comment  that 
Kettering  became  the  first  Local  Authority  in  the  country  to  have 
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a  Public  Abattoir  equipped  with  a  manually  operated  vertical  cattle 
dressing  system.  On  the  advice  of  officials  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  it  has  been  visited  by  represent¬ 
atives  from  several  overseas  countries  and  many  from  other  Local 
Authorities  in  this  country,  and  has  been  accepted  as  suitable  for 
killing  animals  for  export  to  France,  West  Germany,  the  Nether¬ 
lands  and  Switzerland. 

The  team  of  slaughtermen  who  were  transferred  from  the  old 
abattoir  have  shown  perseverance  in  learning  to  use  the  modern 
equipment  and  now  agree  that  the  new  methods  are  much  less 
fatiguing.  They  are  to  be  congratulated  on  maintaining  a  standard 
of  hygiene  which  enables  official  visitors  to  be  taken  round  with 
confidence  at  any  time.  The  keenness  on  hygiene  of  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  Kettering  Abattoir  Ltd.,  the  company  who  lease  the 
building,  has  been  a  great  help.  Kettering  now  has  an  abattoir  of 
which  it  can  be  proud. 

(e)  Food  Hygiene 

Early  in  1966  sporadic  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  in  the 
town.  Every  case  was  visited  and  details  of  food  eaten  prior  to 
illness  obtained.  At  first  it  was  difficult  to  find  any  common  factor, 
but  a  clue  was  provided  by  one  sufferer  who  remembered  giving 
his  friend  at  work  half  a  cream  cake,  after  which  they  both  felt  ill. 
He  had  lost  touch  with  his  friend  and  only  knew  him  by  a  nick¬ 
name  but  this  proved  sufficient  to  find  him  and  ascertain  the  truth 
of  the  shared  cream  cake.  Checks  on  the  fresh  cream  supply  proved 
negative  and  then  a  small  number  of  other  cases  occurred  where 
cream  cake  had  been  purchased  from  the  same  firm,  but  this  time 
filled  with  artificial  cream.  A  check  on  the  bakery  staff  revealed 
two  carriers  of  food  poisoning  germs  and  when  they  were  excluded 
from  work  whilst  receiving  treatment,  no  further  cases  occurred. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  one  large  food  firm  which  had 
been  a  worry  to  the  Public  Health  Department  for  some  time  had 
a  year  during  which  routine  inspections  revealed  no  faults  and 
customers  made  no  complaints  to  this  Department.  The  blight 
shifted  to  another  large  food  firm  who  had  to  be  reminded  repeat¬ 
edly  of  their  legal  responsibilities  as  food  traders,  and  who  were 
frequently  mentioned  by  complaining  customers  who  visited  the 
Public  Health  Department.  In  both  cases  the  premises  and  general 
staff  remained  the  same  but  there  were  changes  at  Managerial 
level.  This  emphasizes  the  vital  importance  of  proper  supervision 
of  food  handlers. 

During  the  1,450  visits  made  to  the  345  food  premises  in  the 
Borough,  only  134  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations,  1960,  were  found.  These  were  mostly  of  a  minor 
nature  and  were  remedied  by  the  traders  without  delay. 

Regular  inspections  were  made  of  the  kitchens  at  the  local 
hospitals,  which  continued  to  maintain  a  high  standard. 
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Samples  of  food  for  routine  bacteriological  examination  were 
sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Northampton  as  follows :

All  were  reported  as  being  satisfactory  with  the  exception  of 
9  samples  of  ice  cream.  It  is  surprising  that  difficulty  should  be 
experienced  in  producing  this  commodity  at  a  satisfactory  bacterio¬ 
logical  standard  and  inadequate  cleansing  of  equipment  was  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  the  cause  in  all  cases. 


Seventy- two  samples  of  milk  were  taken,  (62  in  1965),  27 
washed  milk  bottles,  (27  in  1965),  and  10  churn  rinses,  (9  in  1965), 
with  results  as  summarised  in  Part  V,  Page  24).  That  11  milk 
samples  should  fail  the  Methylene  Blue  test  is  very  disturbing  and 
indicates  failure  to  observe  proper  hygiene  precautions  on  the  part 
of  the  firms  concerned.  In  some  cases  the  milk  was  produced  and 
bottled  in  areas  outside  Kettering;  in  all  cases  the  matter  was 
followed  up  and  further  samples  taken.  It  is  regretted  that  so  much 
untreated  milk  is  sold  in  Kettering,  and  one  wonders  whether  the 
reason  is  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  risk  of  undulent  fever  involved 
or  a  misplaced  trust  in  natural  food  by  a  section  of  the  community. 

Once  again  a  variety  of  foodstuffs  were  brought  in  for  the 
Department  to  investigate.  Fifteen  were  considered  to  be  suffi¬ 
ciently  serious  to  be  reported  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  who 
decided  as  follows :

(f )  Water  Supplies 

The  7  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  town’s  mains  were 
all  reported  by  the  Bacteriologist  as  being  “Very  Satisfactory”. 

(g)  Swimming  Baths 

Fifteen  bacteriological  samples  taken  from  the  6  pools  in  the 
town  were  reported  as  being  “Very  Satisfactory”. 

One  unsatisfactory  sample  was  from  the  Paddling  Pool  in 
Rockingham  Road  Park ;  this  is  almost  inevitable  where  there  is  no 
method  of  chlorination  of  the  water. 

(h)  Rodent  Control 

Two  hundred  and  eighty-nine  complaints  were  received  and 
investigated  regarding  rats  and  mice,  (206  in  1965).  Warfarin  con¬ 
tinued  to  provide  satisfactory  control  of  surface  infestations  and 
fluorocetamide  was  again  used  for  sewer  treatment.  All  infestations 
were  treated  as  soon  as  detected  and  eliminated  before  they  had  a 
chance  to  become  established. 

Contracts  with  a  total  value  of  £171.10.0  were  entered  into 
with  local  firms  to  keep  their  premises  free  from  rats,  mice  and 
insects. 

(i)  Drains  and  Sewers 

Two  hundred  and  ninety-four  blocked  drains  were  cleared  by 
the  Department  during  1966,  no  charge  being  made  for  this  service. 

(j)  Noise  Abatement 

Only  one  serious  complaint  of  noise  was  received  during  the 
year.  It  came  from  an  electrically  driven  fan  used  in  connection 
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with  a  cupola.  After  alterations  were  made  in  the  pitch  of  the  sound 
most  complainants  were  satisfied. 

(k)  Prosecutions 

Legal  proceedings  were  commenced  regarding  the  sale  of  a 
mouldy  Swiss  Roll,  but  had  not  come  before  the  Court  at  the 
year  end. 

(l)  Filthy  and  Verminous  Premises 

Regular  visits  were  made  to  those  few  houses  known  to  be 
occupied  by  persons  who  are,  for  a  variety  of  reasons,  unable  to 
cope  with  the  task  of  keeping  their  houses  clean.  They  need  help 
of  a  type  which  it  is  very  difficult  to  provide. 

(m)  Conclusion 

In  1966  the  new  Public  Abattoir  was  completed,  the  opening 
ceremony  being  attended  by  Mrs.  M.  Parish  who  as  Chairman  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee  until  her  resignation  in  May,  1966, 
had  had  so  much  to  do  with  the  planning  of  this  forward-looking 
project. 

The  move  from  the  Manor  House  to  the  Municipal  Offices  in 
Bowling  Green  Road,  brought  closer  contact  and  easier  co-opera¬ 
tion  with  other  Departments.
